Sea  service  is  not  to  be  credited  to  an  officer  except  when  he  is  performing  duty 
under  orders  from  the  Department,  as  j>art  of  the  complement  of  a vessel  of  war, 
belonging  to  the  Navy,  in  commission  for  sea  service  ; and  when  attached  to  the  Coast 
Survey,  for  the  time  only  that  he  is  actually  afloat.  No  credit  is  to  be  given  for  service 
in  revenue  or  merchant  vessels. 

This  order  will  be  printed  in  future  Navy  Registers,  as  was  the  case  up  to  1860  in- 
clusive.

Note. — From  and  after  July  1, 1870,  the  spirit  ration  is  totally  abolished,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  Navy  ration,  under  the  apx>ropriation  of  provisions  for  the  Navy,  is  30 
cents  per  day. 

From  and  after  August  1,  1870,  paymasters  will  make  no  deduction  whatever  on 
account  of  internal-revenue  tax : ^ * Provided,  That 

no  odicer  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Navy  shall  be  employed  on  active  duty  except  in 
time  of  war:  Avd provided,  That  those  officers  on  the  retired  list,  and  those  hereafter 
retired,  who  were,  or  who  may  be,  retired  after  forty  years’  service,  or  on  attaining  the 
age  of  sixty-two  years,  in  conformity  with  section  one  of  the  act  of  December,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  its  amendments,  dated  June  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  or  those  who  were  or  may  be  retired  from  incapacity  resulting  from 
long  and  faithful  service,  from  wounds  or  injuries  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  from 
sickness  or  exposure  therein,  shall;  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  seventy- 
five  per  centum  of  the' present  sea-pay  of  the  grade  or  rank  which  they  held  at  the 
time  of  their  retirement.  The  rear-admirals  provided  for  in  the  act  of  June  fifth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  retired  as  rear- 
admirals.  [Act  3d  March,  1873.]

inclusive  of  the  day  after  they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  bheir  pay  as  seamen,  ordinary 
seamen,  and  landsmen,  respectively,  provided  their  monthly  pay  shall  not  exceed  the 
regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal-heav^ers. 

Men  enlisted  for  the  engineers’  force  will  be  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  be 
paid  accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enlisting  under  continuous-seroiGe  certijicates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar 
per  month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re^ 
enlistment  for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.

received  in  the  line  of  duty,  from  sickness  or  exposure  therein,  shall,  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  be  entitled  to  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  present  sea-pay  of  the  grade  or  rank 
which  they  held  at  the  time  of  their  retirement.  The  rear-admirals  provided  for  in  the  act 
of  June  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.,  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  retired 
as  rear  admirals.  [Act  3d  March,  1873.]

Seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  firemen  and 
coal-heavem,  (including  service  with  condensing  apparatus,)  shall  be  paid  thirty-three  (33) 
cents  per  diem,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  circular  of  the  Navy  Department  dated  June 
5,  1871,  from  and  including  the  day  the  fires  are  lighted  until  and  inclusive  of  the  day  after 
they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  their  pay  as  seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  respect- 
ively, provided  their  monthly  pay  shall  not  exceed  the  regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal- 
heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  the  engineers’  force  will  be  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  be  paid 
accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enlisting  under  continuous-service  certificates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar  per 
month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re-enlistment 
for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.  \

Note.  — From  and  after  July  1,  1870,  the  spirit  ration  is  totally  abolished,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  Navy  ration,  under  the  appropriation  of  provisions  for  the  Navy,  is  30  cents  per 
day.

this  act,  be  entitled  to  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  present  sea-pay  of  the  grade  or  rank 
which  they  held  at  the  time  of  their  retirement.  The  rear-admirals  provided  for  in  the  act 
of  June  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  retired 
as  rear  admirals.

heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  the  engineers’  force  will  be  rated  first  and  second  class  firemen,  respect- 
ively, and  be  paid  accordingly,  when  serving  on  board  of  sea-going  vessels. 

Men  enlisting  under  continuous-service  certificates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar  per 
month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re-enlistment 
for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.

Men  enlisting  under  continuous-service  certificates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar  per 
month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  aach  consecutive  re-enlistment 
tor  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.
